Henry S. Lane, who serv ed as gov ­ 
ernor of Ind iana for two d ay s, was 
born in Kentu cky in 18 11. Remov ing 
to C’rawford sv ille, he formed a law 
partnership with Ju d ge Isaac Nay ­ 
lor, entered political life, and serv ed 
two terms in congress. 
In 18 44 he 
championed the cand id acy of Henry 
Clay , and stu mped Ind iana for the 
Whig party . 
At the ou tbreak of the 
Mex ican War, Lane raised 
a com­ 
pany 
of 
v olu nteers, 
was 
elected 
Major of his regiment, and later rose 
to the rank 
of Lieu tenant Colonel. 
He serv ed u ntil his troops were fin­ 
ally mu stered ou t. When the Repu b­ 
lican party was formed , Lane was 
elected chairman of its first national 
conv ention in Philad elphia, 18 5 6 . 
In 
18 5 9 the Whigs and Repu blicans had 
a majority in the Ind iana legislatu re, 
and elected Colonel McCarty to the 
United States senate.
